Time to Have Escaped 


Four men jumped, and -.lore was 


time for Ahlgrim to have escaped, 
"but he seemed dazed nnd unable to 
move. 
The accident occurred 
nt 


Mole's curve, about a mile and a quar- 
ter from the city, and a telephone 
message was Immediately sent 
In 


to the station. 
A switch engine and 


a lint car immediately started out 
from the station and brought the man- 
gled remains on a cot. 
Death had 


been Instantaneous. 


Five members of the gang of Sec 
lion thirteen, 
under their foreman, 


August Stramp, were on a hand car 
going north to their work. 
Two of 


them Ahlgrim being one. were facing 
the south and the approaching 
train,

touring Europe. 


Mr. Eager has long been consider- 


ed one of Evansvlllo's most prominent 
citizens and aside from his business 
Interests of large proportions ho has 
many smaller Interests In and about 
Evansville.
